The warning for 
some reason was not heeded, and the young 
oarsman kept on rowing until he found that 
the lock was closed, 

‘He attempted to turn the boat, which was 


ty-five feet from shore; but he turned the 
wrong way. A moment later the boat was in 
the swiftly moving current. 

Realizing then, for the first time, that they 


and the oarsman lost control of the boat. 
Swiftiy it was carried toward the brink of 
the falling waters, and just as it reached the 
breast of the dam, over which thirty inches 
of water was passing, the entire eight stood 
up and the boat went over stern first.

Commerce. 


Lake Mohonk, N. ¥., May 30.—The subject 
for this morning's session of the arbitration 
conference was the influence of commeérce 
and commercial bodies upon the peace of the 
world.

SUPPOSED VALUELESS LAND 
FOUND WORTH $11,000,000. 


Heirs of John Dye, a Pioneer Settler in 
Pennsylvania, Will Divide Up a Rich 
Estate Only Recently Discovered. 


Marion, Ind., May 30.—[ Special. }—The 
heirs of John Dye, a Scotchman, who set- 
tled in Pennsylvania in the pioneer days of 
that State, have assurance of an estate val- 
ued at $11,000,000. Irvin Dye, the young man 
who was killed in the Black Prince saloon 
in this city last March and whose murder 
remains a mystery, would have been one 
of the heirs. His grandfather, John M. Dye, 
who lives in Wabash, was the son of John 
Dye, the Scotchman who purchased the 
Pennsylvania land. 3 | 

John Dye had two sons, istopher and 
John M,. The former left parents in 
‘Pennsylvania and went to Ohio, where he 
died. John M. Dye came to Indiana. The 
parents died and John M., who was the only 
remaining child, did not think the- rough 
land in Pennsylvania was of any value and 
never laid claim to it. The Pennsylvania 


‘railroad company took charge of it and it 


is now in the heart of the great anthracite 
coal field. John M. Dye commencéd an in- 
vestigation about a year ago and, with the 
assistance of a detective and attorney, lo- 
sult for its pos- 
session. 

The Pennsylvania company compromised 
with Dye by agreeing to give him a third 
interest In the property, which is valued at 
$33,000,000. Dye received a check from the 
Pennsylvania company for $1,500 to defray 
his expenses to Washington and to secure 
the proper signature and papers for a clear 
title to the land. He will leave for Wash- 
ington on Monday to finish up his work and 
secure his fortune, which is to be divided 
among the heirs, who live im Marion, Wa- 
bath, La Fontaine, and Peru, Ind., and New

WARREN H. SOPER FOUND DEAD. 


Body Is Lying Beneath Gas Jet in His 
House at 85 Throop Street—Con- 
sidered an Accident.

St. Joseph, Mo., May 30.—[S8pecial.]—The 
murder of a confederate veteran as he was 
marching in the memorial day parade at 
Bethany, Mo., today was followed by the 
besieging of his slayer in a house in the sub- 
urbs. The murderer threatened to kill the 
first man to enter his house, but when & 
score of men stormed the place he killed him- 
self. The principals in the tragedy were 
John T. Price and Aultman Miller, brothers- 
in-law, and among the most prominent men 
in Harrison County. 

Price was in the squad assigned to the G. 


> A&A. R. in the parade, which had just started 
-* | from the city to the cemetery to decorate 


the graves of those who had worn the blue 
and the gray, when he was shot to death by 
Miller. : He fell dead at the feet of the veter- 
ans behind him. 

* Prefers’ Death to Capture. 
- Miller. shot at two veterans, who made an 
effort to disarm him. He then fied t@#his 
home; ‘which is in the suburbs, and when 
a mob of Price’s friends, accompanied by offi- 


biew olit his brains. He had warned the offi- 
cers that he would kill the first man who 
set foot on his premises, but that did not 
‘prevent an immediate assault. . 

Miller was the proprietor of the leading 
jewelry store of the place and was popular. 
He had been drinking during the dgy and 
complained of receiving ill treatment at the 
hands of Price several months ago. It was 
considered a slight family quarrel by friends 
of both men, and despite the fact that Miller 
had made threats of a violent nature against 
wong no one believed he meant what he 


Price was a Captain in the confederate 
army and was a nephew of the late confed- 
erate General, Sterling Price, whose raids 
through Missouri, Kansas, and Arkansas 
during the war of the rebellion are-matters 
of interesting history. 


Price Prominent in Civil War. 
) Captain Price took part in most of the 
campaigns of his uncle, and only for his 
treme youth, he being 20 years old when 
the war closed, he might have become a 
commander. He was popular“in northern 
Missouri, and counted among his warmest 
friends the late federal General, M."B. Pren- 
tiss, the hero of Shiloh, who was a resident 
of Bethany and who recently died there 
while serving as postmaster. Had not Miller 
taken his own life there is little doubt that 
he would have been lynched.

| NEW YORK IDEA IN FAVOR. 


' A new tenement-house law is one of the | 
means proposed by secial reformers to ward 


} off the danger of unsafe and overbuiit tene- 


ment districts in Chicago, against which 
Commander Booth-Tucker of the Salvation 
Army has sounded a warning. The reform 
leaders complain that dangerous and unsani- 
tary conditions of tenement-houses are not 
entirely guarded against in Chicago by the 
present ordinances. 

A commission consisting of settlement 
leaders, architects, builders, and those who 
have made a special study of the subject 
of housing conditions is proposed to make 
suggestions for a new law. 

The Neighbor, a settlement paper pub- 
lished by the Northwestern University Set- 
tlement, has taken up a discussion of the 
New York law, which is held to be a model 
one. It is the editorial opinion of the paper 
that should Chicago adopt a similar law 
it would never reach the condition against 
which New York now has to contend. 


Urges Need of New Law. 

Mrs, 8. C. Stantor!, a member of the Chicago 
Woman's club, who is closely connected with 
the work at the Northwestern settlement, 
urges the need of a new law as one of the 
most important things at present. 

“We are just at the point,” she said, 
“ where we can save ourselves from a futurv 
that will be fuil of trouble and where if we 
let things go there will soon come a time 
when we shall find condition that will not. 
yield to simple remedies. . 

“The tenement-house is a necessity in a 
large city like Chicago. There should be as 
few of them as possible and they should be 
model tenements. The lowering of street car 
fares and the shortening of working hours 
will not take all the people out to where 


they can live in cottages. 


“The apparent thing to do then is to so 
regulate the erection and maintenance of 
tenements that they will not threaten life 
and health and will be as conducive to home 
life and comfort as possible. Weshould have 
provisions that there shall never be twn 
buildings on one lot, that light and air shal) 
be supplied in sufficient quantities and that 
the character of the sanitation be improvéd.”* 


Favors New York Idea. 


“We ought to rejoice with New York,” 
says the Neighbor in its editorial, “and 
strive to imitate her good example in secur- 
ing a new tenement-house law which com- 
mands the approbation of every one inter- 
ested in better homes for the working people. 
New York has now the best law of this 
kind that has been enacted-for any great 
city of the world. 

“The New York law is notable, among 
other things, for defining a ténement-house 
finally and defining also the terms yard, 
inside court, outside court, cellar, base- 
ment, fireproof. tenement, shaft, etc. The 
law makes apartment houses come within 
the definition of a tenement and subject to 
the same law. Security from fire is amply 
provided for and light and ventilation, to- 
gether with extended provision for sanita- 
tion. Owners of tenement-houses are re- 
quested to file their names in the Health 
department.” 

It is explained that the law was drafted 
under supervision of the New York Tene- 
mént-House commission, and a similar com- 
mission for Chicago is proposed. While the 
New York law is considered a good basis to 
work on, it is thought the conditions in 
Chicago may vary widely enough to require 
a different law. As yet no definite plan for 
the appointment of such a commission has 
been made. . 

Menace in Model Tenements. 

Mrs. L. A. Coonley Ward, who has been 
greatly interested in the problem of housing 
the poor of Chicago, believes Commander 
Booth-Tucker has hit upon an important 
truth in urging the danger of building too 
many tenements, although they are “ model” 
tenements. 

“So far as it is possible,”’ she said, “ we 
ought to work away from the tenement and 
toward small homes. So far as I can see, 
however, there always will be a need for 
some tenement houses. If lowering the 
street car fares and shortening working 
hours will take people out to the country we 
‘ought to work in that direction. It is neces- 
sary that we devote attention, at the same 

Ime, to such tenements as are built. It fs a 
two-sided question, and would require the 
deepest study before one would be prepared 
to say to what extent the building of tene- 
ments might be staid, or how enthuaiastic 
we should become over the building of mode! 
tenements.” 

The present rules governing tenement 
houses are scattered through the building 
ordinances the health ordinances. The 
building ordinance provides in a general way 
for a certain number of stairways, a mini- 
‘mum proportion of open wall surface for 
windows, provisions for fireproof construc- 
tion, etc. The health ordinances regulate the 
plumbing, inspection, and general sanitary 
condition of tenements. 

The hope of those who propose a new tene- 
munent house law is to separate these various 
sections and combine them with other pro- 
visions in a tenement house ordinance.

CROWDS VIEW THE DYING FISH. 


Dwellers of Auburn Park Lakes Still in 
Death Struggle, but Worst 
Is Past. 


Hundreds of citizens of Auburn Park and 
vicinty visited the lakes along Hawthorne 


| avenue between Seventy-seventh and Eighty- 


first streets yesterday to witness the death 
struggle of the fish that are succumbing to 
the polluted water. Five lines of hose had 
been pouring streams of water into the lake 
during the.night, and its effects were visibie 
in the clearness of the water. Where the 
surface had been dark and impenetrable dur- 
ing the day before, yesterday it was possibie 
to seé the fish swimming about any part of 
the northeast lake, where the fish had been 
driven. 

However, many of the smalier fish had died 
during the night, while occasionally the 
bodies of carp and large bass could be seen. 
The majority of these were removed during 
the morning in order that the water might not 
be further polluted. 

The water overflowing from the lake col- 
lected in a basin along Wentworth avenue, 
where men and boys fished for hours or 
walked along the banks with hand seines in 
an effort to catch the fish. All were warned 
‘that the fish had been poisoned by the water 
which had drained from the broom corn fire, 
but this did not hinder hundreds from car- 
rying away the larger’carp, pike, pickerel, 
and bass which they had captured. — 

The Auburn Park officials believe the worst 
has passed and that the fish will be saved. 
All day yesterday, however, the fish gathered 
about the fountain until the water looked lke 
a bank of blackened coals.

New Era of Development. 


{Now it looks as if the country was abovt | 
to\enter upon another era of developmen’ 
which will add still more to its wealth. A 
little while ago we had an outburst of in- 
dustrial enterprise which was carried too far 
and too fast, and , therefore, quickly 
brought to anend. But the prices of securi- 
ties in general, and especially of railway se- 
curities, have risen so much of late that it 
seems inevitable that there must be another 
outburst of industrial enterprise. And this 
time ft is to be hoped it will be conduced with 
greater prudence and with more recognition 
of the true principes underlying such enter: 


prise. 

_ “ Over and above all this, it seems evident 
that the American people are about to found 
a great shipping business. There was a time 
when the American mercantile marine was 
second only to our own, and when, indeed, in 


ourown. Since iron ship bullding came in the 
American flag has almost disappeared from 
the ocean. But now we are evidently about 
to see large American fleets started once 


there are many other enterprises being pre- 
pared which point in the same way. Further- 
more, it is to be borne in mind that an effort 
is being made to combine the ownership of 
manufacturing with ownership * of locomo- 
tion. The great steel combination is the 
most striking illustration of this. 

“In short, the effort of those who control 
the railway system of the United States for 
years past has been not merely to reduce 
to the lowest possible minimum the cost of 
working, but to get rid also of intermediate 
profits and expenses, and to bring together 
as far as may be the ultimate employer of the 
railway and the latter. Now the movement 
is being further developed, and the railways 
are proposing to acquire trading fleets as well. 
Thus the same set of proprietors will own the 
coal, iron, and steel to be sold abroad, the 
railways that convey these to the seaports, 
and the ships that carry them to their des- 
tination, 

“The movement will go on in spite of the 
temporary disturbance in the Stock Ex- 
change, and we would earnestly invite the 
lattention of our readers to the matter, for 
‘it is not merely a movement of the deepest 
significance for the United States; it will 
also affect in a profound degree the whole 
trade of the world.” 

Less Stock Jobbing. 

In speaking of the. crisis in the American 
market’’ the London Economist remarks 
that in the “ unregenerate days of Amer- 
ican railroads a large proportion of the un- 
dertakings were controlled, and practically 
run, for stock-jobbing purposes. by a lot of 
more or less unscrupulous * bosses,’ and in 
consequence investors in ‘ Yankees’ were in 
many cases systematically victimized. But 
when the era of the ‘ boss ’ was succeeded by 
the era of control by the banking and finan- 
cial interests it was widely predicted that 
the railroads would be run solely in the in- 
terests of their proprietors. 

“ Recent events have shown, however, that 
the newer and undoubtedly more honest 
phase of the business is liable to create 
dangerous Jjealousies and complications, 
‘which may be but- little less harmful to real 
investors than the depredations of the 
* bosses.’ 

The Economist speaks doubtfully of the 
application of the “ community of interest "’ 
principle to the roads controlled respectively 
by the Morgan-Hill and Rockefeller-Harri- 
man syndicates, and says that while their 
differences are being contested the ‘‘ general 
bodies of proprietors of the several com- 
panies are treated as negligible quantities.” 

Hostility to National Banks. 

In referring to the suggestion that the 
national banks, instead of issuing notes only 
against their holdings of government bonds, 
should be empowered to issue against their 
general assets, the Economist says it is prob- 
able that some arrangement of the kind 
would have been arranged had it not been 
for the hostility to the national banks which 
has been displayed by a large section of the 
American people. H 

‘‘ A suspicion is entertained,’ it continues, 
‘that these banks are much run in the in- 
terests of the capitalist class, and that the 
suggested variation of the note-issuing regu- 
lations would place in their hands greater 
and more dangerous powers than they al- 
ready posses. There can be no doubt that |} 
the financial groups who have been revolu- 
tionizing the railroad industry have been 
largely backed in their operations by the 
national banks, and the sharp lessons which 
American investors and outside speculators 
lately have received are calculated to 
strengthen the impression that these banks 
are not conducted in the national interest 
but in the interests of capital. P 

“The prevalence of this idea is likely to 
make still more difficult the reforms in the 
currency arrangements which are widely 
r , and it may easily happen that 
the improvement of the currency, which has 
been pointed to as a justification for much 
of the rise in the values of railroad securities, 
may be delayed because of the idea which 
is so largely held that the national banks are 
much too powerful as it is and need to be 
curbed rather than given extended privileges. 

** Sooner or later, no doybt, the quotations 
of ‘ Yankee’ securities will be regulated by 
considerations of intrinsic values; but for 
the moment they are subject mainly to ex- 
traneous and largely delusive influences and 
are, therefore, liable to such fluctuations as 


have been jately witnessed.”
